All the witnesses on the list which Judge Davis 
holds, have been examined with the exception of 
Mr. Clem Creveling. The examination was dull 
and tame this morning. The witnesses were 
asked very fairly as to what they knew and they 
knew nothing of the House of Delegates. The 
committee did not get to work until 10:80. 
Messrs. Davis, Slevin, Brueggeman and Kaiser 
were present, 


PHILIP STOCK 
was the first witness called. He sald he knew 
of the Anheuser-Husch bid before the House. The 
A.-B. Association never paid any money to mem- 
bers of the House of — on that dill. No 
member ever approached him for compensation 
for votes cast or to be cast. Never authorized 
any oneto offer compensation. Witness and 
‘Julius Pitzman had the bill in charge. 
“Mr. Basch told me he never was approached by 
àa member of the House uf Delegates. He left the 
matter of the bill to me and Mr. Piizman. He bas 
explained the merits ofthe bill himself to members 
both at his place of business and before the 
House Committee. I talked witha great many 
delegates about the bill. There were rumors 
about town that ui would take money to pass tie : 
bill, but I newer paid any attention to them. I 
am not an officer of the 9 Mr. Stock 
stated tha.

BLOWN UP BY A BOILER. 


The Hammond Milling Company's Establishment De- 
molished at Springfield, Mo. 
By Télexraph to the Post Dispatch, — 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 20. — At 10:16 thus 
morning the voilerin the engine-house attached 
to the millof the Hammond Milling Company, 
located at the east end of Water street, in this 
city, exploded and demolished the entire milling 
establishment. A man named Sullivan, a former 
employe of the milling company, but who called 
at the millafew moments before the explosion 
to see a friend, is so badly injured as to be unabie 
to recover. Another person, whose name your 
correspondent could not learn, haa his hands se- 
scalded. others were imjured. 
was valued at 
$15,000, is a total wreck and” a 
complete loss to its owners. The explosion shook 
the country for miles around, and carried frag- 
ments of the wreck a distance of haifa mile. 
the windows in the east end of the cotton factory, 
a mammoth building standing about a hundred 
feet west of where the explosion occurred, were 
destroyed by the flying debris, while the walls of 
the factory bear the marks of Drick aud timbers 
that were hurled against them. The engineer 
escaped death by having left the engine house a 
few minutes before tire accident, and being in 
a other part ot the mill when it occurred, A 
defective steam gauge tls supposed to have 
misled the engineer, and the excessive pressure 
of steam brought about by a mistaken idea as to 
the amount is what is thought to have caused the 
explosion. It seems almost a miracie that the 
emplovees in the mill at the time other than those 
mentioned, escaped with their lives, as the shock 
of the explosion killed bogs and chickeus in pens 
situated near the mills.

BUTTER FRAUDS, 


New York will begin on the first of July 
to enforce a statute which punishes with a 
fine of $500 and six monthe’ imprisonment 
any person who shall manafacture or sell in 
that State, or Offer to sell as an article of 
food, any article designed to take the place 
of butter or cheese, but made out of some 
oleaginous substance or substances other 
than that produced from unadulterated milk 
or crvam of the same.

after its enforcement, and nobody else con- 
siders it his business to protect the 
public from the villainous oleomargarine 
and butterine fraud. The New York law, 
however, provides for the appointment of a 
commissioner who is to recéive a salary of 
$3.000 a. year and has $30,000 placed at his 
disposal to be used in enforcing the statute. 

These provisions will probably secure the 
enforcement of the law to the extent at 
least of preventing the fraudulent sale of 
bogus imitations as pure butter. If that 
much is accomplished, there can be no good 
reason for preventing the sale of oleomar- 
garine to. people who buy it for their own 
use, knowing what they are doing. If they 
like it better than pure butter, or prefer it 
because it is cheaper, and do not attempt to 
pass it upon un-suspecting boarders ds pure 
butter, any law t» restrict their freedom of 
choice would be seriously objectionable. 

The objection that this law does impose 
such restriction, applies rather to the 
letier than to the probable operation 
of the stamte. It was found that 


the law punishing only the fraudulent sale 


of imitations for pure butter could not check 
the fraud at all, and the purpose of this 
more stringent measure is merely to effect 
that object. If it succeeds in New York, 
we should like to see the New York amend- 
ments introduced into our Missouri law, 
which is now practically a dead letter. It is 
only by abstaining from eating even the 
highest priced creamery butter that a St. 
Louis man can have any assurance that he is 
not poisoning Aimself' with unwholesome 
fats, deodorized, treated with acids and 
made palatable with chemicals.

This movement, representing so largely 
the business interests of Massachusetts, 
is only one of many proofs of the change 
going on with reference to protection asa 
mere matter of local interest. There was a 
time when Massachusetts regarded protec- 
tion as an unmixed boon for her and 
thought there could not be too much of it. 
Now she has found that 

Where self the wavering balance shakes 

It’s rarely right adjusted, 
And that some of her largest manufacturing 
interests are among the loudest protesters 
against the tariff asit is. On the other hand 
the Virginias, Maryland, Alabama and other 
Southern States that were formerly rampant 
for free trade, are now beginning to imagine 
that a little jutiicious manipulation of the 
Federal taxing power will build up their 
manufactures and make them rich. 

For this reason we can see no good in 
attempting to commit the Democratic party 
to any particular line of tariff adjustment in 
the heat of a Presidential contest. Local 
interests everywhere are stronger than party 
lines, and they should be allowed to settle 
this guestion in the calm “off years.”

Andrew Jackson on the Tariff. 
From His Farewell Address, 

“There is, perhaps, no one of the powers con- 
ferred on the general government 80 liable to 
abuse as the taxing power. The productive and 
convenient sources of revenue were necessariiy 
given to it that it might be able to perform the 
important duties imposed upon it: and the takes 
which it lays upon commerce veing concealed 
from the real payer in the price of the article, 
they do not so readily attract the attention of the 
people as smaller sums demanded from them 
directly by the tax gatherer, But the tax im- 
posed upon goods enhances by so much the price 
of the commodity to the consumer, Aud, as many 
of these duties are imposed on articies of neces- 
sity, which are daily used by the great body of the 
people, the money raised by these imposts is 
drawn from their pockets. Congress has no right, 
under the Constitution, to take money from the 
people unless it is required to execute some one 
of the specific powers iutrusted te the Govern- 
ment; avd if they raise more than is necessary, 
it is an abuse of the power of taxation, aud unjust 
and oppressive. It may indeed happen that the 
revenue will sometimes exceed the amount aatici- 
pated when the taxes were laid; and in sucha 
case it is Unquestionably the duty of the Govern- 
ment to reduce them, for no circumstance can 
justify it in assuming a power not given to it by 
the Constitution, or in taking away the money of 
the people when itis not needed for the legiti- 
mate wants of the Government.”
